mounting frame to the vehicle babv-seat anchor s and at the other 
end with a brace part that is braced forward of t he vehicle seat on 
the vehicle and that in the installed condition of the mounting 
frame extends at an acute angle forward and d ownward, with a 
mounting frame for a backward- facing baby seat the mounting part 
[ [ (23) ] ] has when installed a generally horizontal mounting leg 
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[ [ (23a) ] ] and a rearwardly downwardly inclined anchor part (23b) 
that are pref e rably reinforced with a brac e plate (26) , the 
mounting leg [[(23a)]] being connected via a fixable pivot [[(25)]] 
for bracing against the back [[(7)]] of the motor-vehicle seat with 
is an upwardly angled rear brace bow [ [ (11) ] ] .

[[(10)]] has control pins [[(27)]] that turn the latch shaft 

[ [ (10) ] ] into the freeing position when the baby seat is set on the 
mounting frame by engagement of the control pins [ [ (27) ] ] of the 
latch shaft [[(10)]] on edges of the slots [[(14)]] of the latch 
elements [[(12)]] of the mounting frame [[(3 or 13)]]. 

12. (currently amended) The child restraint device 
according to claim 9 , characterized in that wherein the mounting 
device has near the baby- seat front edge a central latch pin 
[[(17)]] shif table in the vehicle longitudinal direction, carried 
on a front strut [[(19)]] of the mounting frame [[(3 or 13)]], and 
having a longitudinally open hole [ [ (20) ] ] in which the latch pin 
[[(17)]] is longitudinally engageable to solidly lock the car seat 
[[(1)]] with the mounting frame [[(3 or 13)]]. 
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13. (currently amended) The child restraint device 
according to claim 9 , UiaracLeriz e d in that wherein the mounting 
device has an actuating device [[(22)]] for the respective latch 
elements [ [ (10 or 17) ] ] by means of which all of the respective 
latch elements [[(10 and 17)]] are shif table into their respective 
latched position when the baby seat is fully fitted to the mounting 
frame [[(3 or 13)]] . 

14. (currently amended) The child restraint device 
according to claim 10 , charact e rized in that wherein the actuating 
device is provided with at least one and pr e ferably t wo knob [ [s 
(22)]] provided at at least one end [ [s] ] of the latch shaft and 
serving to rotate the latch shaft [[(10)]] as well as a 
longitudinally extending rigid crank arm [ [ (21) ] ] that couples the 
latch shaft [[(10)]] with the latch pin [[(17)]] and that converts 
a rotation [ [fo] ] of the latch shaft [[(10)]] into a sliding of 
the latch pin [[(17)]]. 

15. (currently amended) The child restraint device 
according to claims 13 , characterized in that wherein the actuating 
device has a biasing element , e.g. a weight or sprin g , urging the 
latch elements [[(10 and 17)]] automatically into the latched 
positions and by means of which installing the baby seat [ [ (1) ] ] 
puts them back in their blocking position when the baby seat 

[ [ (1) ] ] is fully fitted to the mounting frame [ [ (3 or 13) ] ] .
